Planting  Note:  The  bulbs  should  be  planted 
in  a  sunny  situation,  four  inches  deep  and  four 
inches  apart.  Bulbs  soaked  in  “Semesan”  (which 
may  be  purchased  at  our  seed  store)  for  7  hours 
produce  the  best  flowers.  Cut  the  flower  spike 
when  the  first  bud  opens.  The  remainder  of  the 
buds  will  open  in  the  vase.  When  cutting  the 
flowers  allow  at  least  four  leaves  on  the  stalk  so 
that  the  bulbs  will  mature.  After  foliage  turns 
brown  bulbs  may  be  dug  and  stored. 

By  planting  bulbs  every  month  from  Decern' 
bcr  to  July  a  succession  of  blooms  is  possible.

How  to  Grow  Beautiful  Roses 

Roses  will  do  well  in  almost  any  soil,  provided  the  soil  is  reasonably  well  drained.  They  should 
have  the  benefit  of  full  sun.  Never  plant  in  a  shady  or  w-et  place,  as  these  conditions  are  sure  to 
cause  mildew. 

Care  should  be  taken  when  planting  bare-root  roses  to  prevent  the  roots  from  drying  out.  If 
roots  are  dry,  soak  the  whole  plant  for  twenty-four  hours  before  planting. 

A  generous  covering  of  well-rotted  barnyard  manure  placed  around  the  bushes  two  or  three 
times  a  year  will  aid  greatly  in  producing  good  blossoms. 

When  planting  budded  varieties,  set  the  bud  union  about  three  inches  below  the  surface  of  the 
soil  to  eliminate  suckers.  Should  these  suckers  appear  they  can  easily  be  detected  by  their  vigorous 
growth  and  should  be  removed  immediately,  as  they  retard  the  growth  of  the  budded  part  of  the 
rose. 

A  thorough  soaking  at  the  time  of  planting,  followed  by  a  good  watering  every  week,  is  suffi¬ 
cient  for  the  average  soil  and  climatic  conditions.  As  soon  as  the  surface  has  partly  dried,  the  soil 
should  be  lightly  cultivated. 

Roses  should  be  given  a  rest  during  July  and  August.  This  can  be  accomplished  by  decreasing 
the  supply  of  water  during  these  two  months.  The  bushes  should  have  a  light  pruning  the  first  of 
September  and  a  heavy  pruning  the  first  of  January.. 

Mildew  on  the  leaves  and  stems  of  the  bushes  can  be  controlled  by  spraying  with  a  lime  sulphur 
solution.  Aphis  can  be  disposed  of  by  spraying  with  a  good  nicotine  and  fish-oil  solution.

Dahlia  Culture 

In  the  creation  of  a  Dahlia  garden, 
planting  should  begin  about  the  middle 
of  April  and  may  successfully  continue 
for  two  months  or  more.  Earlier  than 
this  the  ground  is  cold  and  the  tubers 
may  rot.  If  planted  when  the  ground 
is  warm,  growth  is  quicker  and  more 
vigorous  and  the  plants  will  bloom  until 
frost. 

Dahlias  require  a  sunny  position,  a 
thorough  watering  about  once  a  week 
during  warm  weather,  and  deep  cultiva* 
tion  a  day  or  two  after  each  watering. 
Almost  any  kind  of  soil  will  produce 
good  Dahlias,  if  properly  cared  for;  but 
rotted  manure  should  be  worked  into  the 
soil  when  preparing  the  ground,  which 
should  be  dug  deeply.  In  planting 
tubers  always  lay  the  tuber  on  its  side, 
never  stand  on  end.  Plant  not  less  than 
2  feet  apart,  and  about  4  inches  deep. 
Each  plant  should  be  staked.  When  the 
plants  are  6  inches  tall,  pinch  out  the 
center,  so  as  to  encourage  the  growth 
of  side  branches.  Spray  every  two  weeks 
with  Destruxol  or  Black  Leaf  40;  to 
control  aphis  and  thrips.  If  part  of  the 
buds  are  pinched  off  you  will  have  larger 
blooms.  The  flowers  will  keep  better  if 
cut  in  the  evening,  the  stems  dipped  in 
boiling  water  for  a  few  minutes  and 
then  set  in  cold  water  to  harden.

DECEMBER,  JANUARY,  AND  FEBRUARY 

Broadly  speaking,  one  prepares  for  winter  in  summer  and  for  summer  in  winter.  Because  most  plant 
life  is  dormant,  this  is  the  best  time  to  plant  shrubs  and  trees,  bare  root  roses,  and  perennials.  The  following 
seeds  can  be  sown  in  the  open  ground:  Acroclinium,  Alyssum,  Antirrhinum,  Calendula,  Candytuft,  Calliopsis, 
Clarkia,  Annual  Chrysanthemum,  California  Poppies,  California  Wildflowers,  Cosmos,  Centaurea,  African 
Daisy,  Dianthus,  Larkspur,  Linum,  Lupin,  Mignonette,  Nasturtiums,  Nemophila,  Nigella,  Nemesia,  Pansy, 
Phlox,  Poppies,  Scabiosa,  Stocks,  and  Sweet  Peas.  Sow  in  flats  or  seed  pans:  Agathea,  Ageratum,  Begonia, 
Coreopsis,  Gaillardia,  Godetia,  Hollyhocks,  Lobelia,  Pentstemon,  Petunias,  Perennial  Poppies,  and  Viola 
Cornuta. 

Plant  bulbs  of  Amaryllis,  Callas,  Gladiolus,  Hyacinths,  Lilies,  Narcissus,  Ranunculus,  Tulips,  Watsonias, 
Lillies,  Agapanthus,  Caladium,  Tuberose,  and  Tuberous  Begonias. 

MARCH,  APRIL,  AND  MAY 

With  the  coming  of  the  warmer  weather  practically  all  summer  and  autumn  flowering  annuals  may  be 
sown.  Bare  root  roses  may  still  be  planted  in  March,  but  later  it  is  better  to  plant  out  only  those  established 
in  containers.  Ornamentals,  citrus,  and  deciduous  fruit  trees,  berries,  grapes,  etc.,  may  be  set  out  to 
advantage  in  March. 

Sow  in  the  open  ground:  Ageratum,  Alyssum,  Antirrhinum,  Amaranthus,  Arctotis  Grandis,  Balsam, 
Candytuft,  Clarkia,  Dahlia  seed,  Daisies,  Godetia,  Gypsophilea,  Helichrysum,  Larkspur,  Linum,  Lupin,  Mari' 
golds,  Mignonette,  Nasturtiums,  Nigella,  Nemophila,  Phlox  Drumondi,  Painted  Daisy,  Portulaca,  Poppy, 
Rhodanthe,  Scabiosa,  Sunflower,  Sweet  Peas,  Stevia,  Verbena,  Wallflowers,  Zinnias,  lawn  grasses,  and 
vine  seeds. 

Sow  in  seed  flats:  Asters,  Begonias,  Beilis,  Canterbury  Bells,  Carnations,  Coleus,  Columbine,  Coreopsis, 
Daisy,  Dianthus,  Didiscus,  Delphinium,  Gaillardia,  Gerbera,  Geum,  Heliotrope,  Lobelia,  Nemesia,  Nicotiana, 
Petunia,  Primula,  Pentstemon,  Salvia,  Shasta  Daisy,  Statice,  Stocks,  Salpiglossis,  Schiz;anthus,  Verbena,  Viola 
and  vine  seeds. 

Plants  of  Chrysanthemum  should  be  set  out  as  soon  as  available.  Continue  planting  Gladiolus  for  a 
succession  of  bloom.  Dahlia  tubers  should  be  set  out  as  soon  as  the  ground  is  warm.  Caladium,  Cannas, 
and  Tuberoses  should  also  be  planted. 

JUNE,  JULY,  AND  AUGUST 

A  few  annuals,  such  as  Zinnias,  Cosmos,  and  Marigolds  may  be  planted  in  the  open  ground  for  this 
year's  flowering.  Now  is  the  time  to  prepare  for  next  year  by  sowing  perennials  and  biennals.  In  August 
start  planting:  Anemone,  Freesias,  Ranunculus,  German  Iris,  Snapdragons,  Stocks,  and  Sweet  Peas. 

SEPTEMBER,  OCTOBER  AND  NOVEMBER 

This  is  a  good  time  to  plant  your  winter  flowering  Sweet  Peas.  Sow  in  the  open  ground  for  winter 
flowering:  Alyssum,  Calendula,  Dimorphotheca,  Centaurea,  French  Marigolds,  Larkspur,  and  Wildflowers. 

Sow  in  seed  flats:  Aquiligia,  Carnation,  Canterbury  Bells,  Coreopsis,  Cineraria,  Daisies,  Delphinium, 
Digitalis,  Forget'Me'Nots,  Gaillardia,  Gerbera,  Hollyhock,  Pansy,  Petunia,  Pentstcttnon,  Phlox,  Pyrethrum, 
Scabiosa,  Shasta  Daisy,  Snapdragon,  Stocks,  Sweet  William,  Verbena,  Viola,  Wallflower. 

Plant  bulbs  of  Allium,  Anemone,  Amaryllis,  Baby  Glads,  Callas,  Crocus,  Freesias,  Hyacinths,  Ixias, 
Narcissus,  Oxalis,  Ranunculus,  Spanish  Iris,  Sparaxis,  Tulips,  Watsonias,  Easter  Lillies,  Montbretias.
